Partisan Speech 


SEBAGO LAKE, Me., August 24.—A Republi- 
can mass-meeting is now Being held here, and 
the first great gun of the campaign has been 
fired by the Hon. James G. Blaine, who ad- 
dressed the gathering on the political issues 
of the day. 

Mr. Blaine arrived here from Bar Harbor 
this morning. The regular campaign was 
opened yesterday and this is Mr. Blaine’s 
opening speech. He is expected to thoroughly 
stump the State and will speak twice more 
this week. There was a large audience to 
greet the distinguished Statesman. 

Mr. Blaine, who was received with great 
enthusiasm, spoke as follows: 

FELLOW-CITIZENS: A new Administration of 
the National Government is usually unvexed 
in its first year except by the importunities 
and the disappointments of its own support- 
ers. The people at large give small heed for 
the time to public affairs and the discussion of 
political issues is leit as a somewhat perfunc- 
tory task to opposing partisans in Congress. 
This season of apparent indifference is caused 
in part by the natural ebb of the tide which 
flowed so high in the preceding national elec- 
tionand in part also by the American in- 
stinct of fair’ play, which demands that the 
party freshly installed may have free oppor- 
tunity and full time to lay out its ground and 
mature its measures. This period of popular 
inaction is thus not only advantageous for 
rest, but it prepares those who are the uiti- 


mute -arbiters in all matters of public 
coneern to give patient hearing to 
fair argument when the time arrives 


for popular discussion. 
The Tariff Policy. 


Itis inthe first place especially worthy of 
observation, thatin the history of industrial 
questions no party in time of peace has ever 
been more united in support of a policy than 
is the Republican in support of a protective 
tariff to-day. Atthe late session of Congress 
a measure known as the Morrison tariff bill, 
designed to first weaken and ultimately de- 
stroy the protective policy, was resisted by so 

yact an organization of the Republican 
nembers that asingle vote from New York 
and two or three votes from Minnesota were all 
that broke the absolute unanimity of the 
party. And this was rendered still more 
striking by the fact that the organs of Repub- 
lican opinion in New York and Minnesota 
deciare that these exceptional votes were 
adverse to the wishes of a large majority of 
those who elected the dissenting members. 

On the other hand, the vast majority of the 
Democratic members supported the free 
trade side of the question; but a small 
minority, uniting with the Republicans, found 
themselves able to defeat the measure. There- 
upon the Democratic papers quite generally 
throughout the country denounced the recu- 
sants as unfaithful to the creed of their party, 
and the journal in New York which is said to 
reflect the views of the National Administra- 
tion gave formal notice to all Democrats, 
North and South, who lean towards the policy 
of protection, that they must revise their 
opinions or leave the party, because with 
their views they can find no sympathy in 
Democratic se and no standing room on 

ocratic platforms. 
These leading facts indicate that the policy 
of protection versus free trade is an issue 
shaped and determined no longer by sectional 
preterence—but has become general and Na- 
tional—affording a distinct, well-marked line 
of division between the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties. Idonot recall these facts as 
preparatory to an analytic discussion of the 
protective system, but with the view of ap- 
plying them to eertain current movements 
1d ct nt events. 

“Tne hostility of the Democratic party to 
protection has entailed upon the country a 
vast loss and has in many ways obstructed 
the progress and development of certain sec- 
tions. Since the financial panic of 1873 and the 
contemporaneous solidification of the South- 
ern vote, the Democratic party has, withthe 
exception of asingle Congress, held control 
of the House of Representatives. The 
power to originate revenue bills has 
been exclusively in their hands and they 
have used it to the confusion, the detriment, 
in many instances to the destruction, of new 
enterprises throughout the Union. Confi- 
dence once shaken is hard to restore, and the 
schemes of improvement which have been 
abandoned within the past ten years on ac- 
count of the uncertainty of our revenue laws, 
constantly menaced by the Democratic party 
in Congress, would have caused procpeey 
and happiness in many communities whic 

have felt the discouraging influence of dull 
orate THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY 

is constantly using the comparative dullness 
in business, which their own course in Con- 
gress for twelve years has largely developed, 
as an argument against the policy of pro- 
tection. But it is worth while to compare the 
condition of the country in this year of grace 
with its condition the year before the Repub- 
licans succeeded in enacting their first pro- 
tective tariff. In the nine States which still do 
the larger amount of manufacturin for 
the country, and which did it nearly all 


rter of a century ago, _ it 
is Tisoreatiog and instructive to com- 
pare their financial conditions at the n- 


{ 1861 and at the beginning of 1566. e 
States referred to are the six of New England, 
with New York, New Jersey ard Pennsylvania. 
In 1861the country presented ai condition 
brought about by nearly an entire generation 
offree trade, and the aggregate amount 
whichthe people had accumulated in their 
savings banks during that long period was less 
than $160,000,000. In the same States on the 
first day of January, 1836, the aggregate 
amount in the savings bank was over $1,020,-

anu . peo ess than 
ot ion and a half in bank, while in Janu- 
ary, 1886, the people had over thirty-six mil- 


lions in bank. 
During this period it must be remembered 
the increase of in the 


increase of deposits in savi banks has 
been at the rate of 800 per cont. 

It must be remembered that 75 per cent of 
this vast sum belongs to the wage workers. 
The vast number of depositors may be infer- 
red from the fact that in Maine, where the ag- 
gregate population is less than seven bundred 
thousand, the $36,000,000 of deposits are divided 
between 110,000 persons, showing that about 
} One in six of the total population is a deposi- 
tor, and that the average to each is about $320. 

The figures with which we are dealing have 
been confined to the nine States named, be- 
cause in 1861 the manufacturing done in this 
country was mainly confined to those States. 
But the thousand millions of savings by the 
workers within their borders become still 
more significant, as an economic fact, when 
we remember that since 1861 the great body 
of Northwestern States under the inspiring 
influence of a protective tariff have in turn 


developed an enormous aggregation 
of manufacturing industries. Ohioe In- 
diana, Michigan, lilinois, Wisconsin, 


are no longer devoted to agriculture solely, 
but have a mass of manufacturing industries 
larger in aggregate value than all the manu- 
factures in all the States of the Union on the 
day Mr. Lincoln was first inaugurated. 
AND YET ANOTHER COMPARISON 

may be made still more embarrassing tothe 
free-trade doctrinaires and more difficult for 
them toanswer. Whilethe American work- 
meén in nine States, working under a protec- 
tive tariff, have over a thousand millions of 
dollars in savings banks, the vastly greater 
mass of working men in England, Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales—the whole United King- 
dom—all working under free trade, have less 
$400.000,000 in the aggregate both in savings 
banks and postal banks. These figures and 
these dollars are the most persuasive of argu- 
nents, and the conclusion they teach ig so 
plain that the running man may read. 


The Labor Question. 


The leading feature in the industrial field of 
1885 and 1886 is the discontent among the men 
who earn their bread by skilled and unskilied 
labor. Uneasiness and uncertainty are found 


on all sides; there are wise aims among many 
and with not afewthere is aimlessness with 
its inevitable result of disappointment and 
discouragement. The man who could by any 
prescription remove this discontent and at 
once restore harmony and happi- 
ness would be philosopher, patriot and 
statesman. The man who professes to be able 
to do it will generally prove to be a compound 
of empiricism and ignorance. Butin the end, 
perhaps by toilsome paths, with many bilun- 
ders and some wrongs, no one need to doubt 
that sound and just and righteous conclusions 
will be reached. Perfect freedom to test the 
virtues and secure the advantage of or- 


ganization, to exert strong power 
through combination are certainly among 
the common rights of ail men under 
a republican government. Labor associa- 


tions have the same sanction and the same 
rights that any form of incorporation may 
assume—subject, as all must be, to the con- 
dition that the persons and property of others 
Shall be respected. It is well for every citizen 
of a free government to keep before his eyes 
and in his thoughts the honored maxim that 
‘the liberty of one man must always end 
where the rights of another man begin.’’

to offer for the cure of the labor troubles. I 
have no quack remedies to propose. Lama 
firm believer in the efficacy of the protective 
tariff, and Ican look back with serene satis- 
faction to my record in Congress as never 
blotted by a single vote that was not friendly 
to the interests of American labor. I never 
promised anything when I was a candidate for 
a public office, and nowas a private citizen I 
have no temptation to flatter any man or state 
anything else thanthe simple truth as I see 
the truth. Itis in this spirit that I offer some 
suggestions which seem to me worthy of atten- 
tion under the existing situation of the lapor 
question. 
IN WHAT MAY BE TERMED 
the political creed of the various labor organ- 
izations I have observed some singular omis- 
sions of pertinent and, I think, controlling 
facts—facts which in a spirit of friendship and 
candor I beg to point out. I read, a few days 
since, in a creed put forth by an association of 
Knights of Labor, in another State, a recital 
of eighteen distinct ends which they desired 
to have secured or maintained by National 
legislation. Among these there was not the 
slightest mention ot a protective tariff. That 
might have been accidental; or it might have 
implied a periect sense of safety in regard 
to the continuance of the tariff; or it might 
have meant that those who proclaimed the 
creed are indifferent to the tate of protection. 
IN ANY EVENT 
it would be well for the labor organizations to 
diligently inquire and ascertain how the wages 
of labor in the United States can be kept 
above the rate of wages in England, Germany 
and France on the same articles of manutfac- 
ture without the intervention of protective 
duties? With the present cheap modes of 
interchange and transportation of all com- 
modities, I inquire of these gentlemen how, 
under the rule of free trade, can wages in the 
United States be kept above the general 
standard of ee tee wages? I do not stop 
for the detail of argument, I only 
desire to lodge the question in the minds of 
the millions of American laborers who have it 
in their power to maintain protection or to in- 
augurate free trade; who have it in their pow- 
er to uphold the party of protection or the 
party offree trade. 
ANOTHER PORTENTOUS FACT 
has been omitted—so faras I have observed— 
from the consideration and judgment of the 
labor organizations. They seem to have taken 
little or no heed of the existence of more than 
a million and a half of able-bodied labor- 
ers in the South with dark skins, 
but with expanding intellect, increas- 
ing intelligence and growing ambition. 
While these men were slaves, working in the 
corn and cotton fields, in the rice swamps and 
on the sugar plantations of the South, the 
skilled laborof the Northern States felt no 
competition from them. But since they be- 
came freemen there has been a great change 
in the variety and skill of the labor performed 
by colored meninthe South. The great mass 
are, of course, asatill engaged in agricultural 
work, but thousands and tens of thousands, 
and in fact hundreds of thousands, have en- 
tered and are entering the mechanical and 
semi-mechanical field. They are making 
igand barironin Tennessee and Alabama. 
They are manufacturing cotton in Georgia and 
the Carolinas. They are bricklayers and pias- 
terers everywhere; they are carpenters and 
painters; they are blacksmiths; they make 
wagons ana carts; they make cigars; they 
tan leather and make harness; they are fire- 
men and pilots on river boats; they calk 
vessels in Southern ports; they lay rail- 
road tracks; they are switchmen and 
section men on.the line and firemen on 
locomotives. In fact, they are generally en- 
tering all the ayenues and channels of skilled 
labor. Of course they are underpaid. They 
receive far less than has been paid in years 
past to Northern mechanics for similar work. 
Chey are able to take no part in making laws 
for their own protection, and they are conse- 
uently and inevitably unable to maintain a 
air standard of wages or to receive a fair pro- 
portion of their proper earnings. 
I DO NOT DWELL 
on this subject at length, though it could 
easily be presented in aggravating detail. I 
mention it only to place it before the labor 
organizations of the North, with this question 
addressed to them: Do you suppose that you 
can permanentiy maintain in the Northern 
States one scale of prices, when just beyond 
an imaginary line on the South of usa far dif- 
ferent scale of prices is paid for labor? 
The colored mechanic of the South is not 
so skillful a workman nor so intelili- 
gent a man as you are, but if he will 
lay brick in a new cotton factory In South Car- 
olina at half the price you are paid, if he will 
aint and plaster it at the saine low rate, he is 
nevitably erecting an industry which, if the 
same rate of wages be maintained throughout, 
will drive = out of business or lead you to 
the gates of his own poverty. 
THE SITUATION 
is, therefore, plainly discernible and demon- 
strable, viz.: First—If the Democratic y 
shall succeed, as they have been annually at- 
tempting for twelve years past, in destroy- 
ing the protective tariff, the artisans of 
the United States will be thrown into 
direct competition with the highly skiiled 
apd miserably paid labor of Europe. Second 
—If the Democratic party shall be abie to hold 
control of the National vernment, the col- 
ored laborer in the Southern States will re- 
main where the Southern Democrats have 
placed him politically, subject to the will of 
the white man, and unable to fix the price or 
command the value of his labor. The colored 
man, wlll therefore, under those conditions 
and influences, remain a constant quantity in 
the labor market, receiving uate com- 
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com tion by destroying the rotective 
tari, oe whether it be in reducing the wages 
of the white man by unfairly making the col- 
ored laborer his tatal competitor in all the 
fields of toil, the Democratic party, North and 
South, appears as the enemy of yy? A interest 
ofthe American workman. With tbat party 
laced in full power and with all its measures 
achieved, the wages of the American laborer 
will fall as certainly as effect follows cause. 


The Fishery Question. 


(Mr. Blaine’s remarks on this subject would 
fill about two columns. They were in sub- 


stance as follows:) 
The fishery dispute between the United 


States and Great Britain has passed through 
many singular phases in the last seventy 
years, but never before, I think, was it sur- 
rounded with such extraordinary circum- 
stances as we find existing at this moment. 
Before discussing the merits of the American 
case it may be interesting to recall the process 
by which the question has been placed in its 
present attitude. 

On the 3lst day of January, 1885, several 
months before the fishing season of that year 
began, President Arthur issued a proclama- 
tion giving notice tothe people that the fish- 
ery articles of the treaty of Washington (1871) 
had, according to the conditions of the treaty, 
been formally terminated. Five weeks after 
President Arthur’s prociamation was issued 
his term closed, and with the new Administra- 
tion Mr. Bayard became Secretary of 
State. In three or four days after he 
had been installed in office the 
British Minister, Hon. Sackville West, sub- 
mitted a-proposal to continue the reciprocal 
lishing arrangements until January 1, 1886. 
After a brief correspondence Mr. Bayard ac- 
cepted the offer. In other words, Mr. West 
and Mr. Bayard made atreaty of their own by 
which American fishermen were to be allowed 
to fishin British waters six months longer, 
and British fisherman should freely fish in 
Awerican waters for the same period. 

MR. BAYARD’S PLEDGE. 

Reading alittle farther in this remarkable 
diplomatic correspondence, we find that a 
regular understanding between Mr. West and 
Mr. Bayard was reduced to escboraags showing 
that he received a pledge from Mr. Bayard 
under date of June 19, 1885, that the President 
would at the next session of Congress recom- 
mend the appointment of a Commission 
charged with the consideration and set- 
tlement of the entire questions of 
the fishing rights of the two Governments. 
The stipulation was definite and reduced to 
writing that ‘‘in view and in consideratien of 
such proinised recommendations by the Presi- 
dent’’ the British would for the ensuing six 
months enforce no restrictive regulations 


with Great Britain on the subject of the seiz- 
ure of American fishing vesseis with deep in- 
terest—shall wait with the hope if not the ex- 

ctation that he will leave his country ina 
Doseer position at the close of the negotiation 
than he has thus far maintained for her. 


Relations With Mexico. 


Another international troubie has increased 
our sense of chagrin and humiliation. In 
contrast with our patient endurance of Cana- 
dian outrage towards American fishermen, W® 


have made an unnecessary and undignified 
display of insolence and bravado towards 
Mexico. There is no adequate cause for the 
demonstration. I do not stop at this point 


to marrate the precise facts attending" 


the imprisonment of Mr. Cutting. 
know that we cannot without loss 
of character for honor and chivalry begin our 
negotiations with threats of war. I maintain 
that when the United States agreed to accept 
arbitration as the means of adjusting our 
grave difficulties with England we came under 
bonds tothe public opinion of the world to 
offer arbitration to any weaker power as the 
means of settling difficulties in all cases where 
we cannot adjust them by direct negotiation. 
If we are not willing to accept that eonclusion 
we place ourselves inthe disreputable atti- 
tude of accepting arbitration with a —— 
power and resorting to force with a wea 
power. Iam sure no American citizen of self 
respect desires to see his country subjected to 
that degradation. For the United States to 
attack Mexico without giving her an oppor- 
tunity to be heard before an impartial tribunal 
of arbitration would be fora great nationof 
unlimited power to put herself to open shame 
before the world. 

THERE COULD NOT, 
fellow-citizens, in my judgment, be a more 
deplorable event than a war between the 
United States and any other Republic of 
America. The United States must be regarded 
as the elder sisterin that family of common- 
wealths. Eveninthe day of our weakness, 
we gave aid and comfort to them in their 
struggle for independence, and let us not fail 
now to cultivate friendly and intimate relations 
with them. Refraining from war ourselves we 
shall gain the influence that will enable us to 
mgt ve war among them—so that ‘peace shall 

e assured and perpetual on this continent. 
If Il recall any part of my own participation in 
public affairs with special satisfaction it is 
thatI endeavored and almost succeeded in 
having the American Republics assembleina 
Peace Congress in order that war between 
nations on this continent should be made im- 
possible. Warin any direction would provea 

reat calamity to the United States—but war 
orced on Mexico would be a criine, marked in 
an especial degree by cruelty.

tion of the Government, and mostof all was 
it extraordinary that a pledge should be given 
to a foreign Government that the President of 
the United States shouldin the future—more 
than a haif year distant—make a specitic 
recommendation, on a specifie subject, in 
specific words to the Congress of the United 
States. 
EMBARRASSING THE EXECUTIVE. 

That pledge robbed the President pro hac 
vice ot his liberty as the executive. The mat- 
ter presents a curious speculation in the work- 
ing of our Government. What, for instance, 
could or should the President have done, if 
before the date of his annual message he had 
become convinced, as alarge majority of the 
Senate were convinced, that it Was not expe- 
dient to organize an international jcommission 
on the fisheries, he would then have found 
himself embarrassed between this pledge 
ee toaforeign Government in June and 

is convictions of duty tothe citizens of the 
United States in the ensuing December. 

As soon as it became evident that Congress 
would not accept the proposal for a new com- 
mission, the Goyernment of the Dominion of 
Oanada, with the presumed approval of the 
Imperial Government, began a series of out- 
rages upon American fishing vessels and fish- 
ing crews: with the deliberate intention and 
obvious expectation of forcing concessions 
from this Government. 


A RECAPITULATION. 

We accepted the treaty of 1818 in good faith, 
and though it largely curtailed privileges 
which were the birthright of American fisher- 
men, those hardy men went to work under it 
and by their enterprise largely expanded their 
business. This rapid progsvee ularmed the 
Canadians, aud with the view of repressing 
rivalry and crippling American fishermen, u 
new construction was applied to the treaty 
and it was contended by Great Britain that 
the American right to fish within three miles 
from shore meant three mites from the head- 
lands which marked the entrance to bays, 

After a long diplomatic discussion the Cana- 
dian position was reversed and the Bay of 
Fundy was reopened to American fishermen. 

But the design of coercing the United States 
into opening her markéts to Canadian fisher- 
men was not abandobed. In 1852 it was again 
proclaimed that the three-mile limit of the 
treaty of 1818 was not three miles from the 
shore, but three miles outside of a line from 
headland to headland of bays. This con- 
struction of the treaty would place the Amer- 
ican fishermen in many places thirty miles 
ete shore, instead of three, as provided by 

eaty. 


MR. WEBSTER’S 8TRONG WORDS. 

When this attempt was made, Mr. Webster 
was Secretary of State, in the Administration 
of Mr. Fillmore. In an official paper over his 
own signature, Mr. Webster recorded hig 
opinion thatthe British construction of the 
treaty ‘‘is notconformabie to the intentions 
of the contracting parties.’’ Those are 
weighty words, and spoken by Mr. Webster, 
they give an almost authoritative construc- 
tion to the treaty. 

Mr. Webster's official proclamation, from 
which I have quoted, was issued on the 6th of 
July, 1862. 

Mr. W ebster fell ill very soon afterthese vig- 
orous expressions and the negotiations passed 
into other hands and were adjusted finally by 
the reciprocity treaty of 1854. The operation 
of that treaty was highly injurious to Ameri- 
can fishermen. Before its termination 
in 1866, our Government refused to 
renew it and our fishing interest immedi- 
ately began to revive, and immediately the 
Canadians began to agitate for another treaty 
by which they could reach the markets of the 
United States. Their wishes were gratified 
and by the strangest of all diplomatic juggies 
the United States paid $5,600,000 for a treaty 
which it did not want and which the other 
party earnestly desired. Time has passed and 
the treaty of 1571 has expired. The Oanadians 
again come back to their old tactics to harass 
aud worry and outrage American fishermen 
until it sheer weariness, after the manner of 
the unjust Judge in the Scripture, our Govern- 
ment may give them what they want, even to 
the injury of our own people. : 

HUMILIATED BY THE HOUSE. 
The humiliation of our situation has been 
atuitously increased by the vote of a ma- 
ority of the Democratic party in the House of 
epresentatives to throw open the markets of 
the United States to British and Canadian fish- 
ermen, without duty or charge and without 
securing to American fishermen the right to 
fish in British and Oanadian waters. This is 
anactof such unaccountable, rancorous hos.

F NO CHANCE OF WAR. 

Mr. Webster knew, as those who learned 
from him have since known, that England 
could even less than the United States affora 
to go to war about the fisheries.

A THICK-HEADED PEELER. 


How a Black Ravisher Escaped Being 
Lynched at Kggertsville, N. Y. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., August 24.—A case of at- 
tempted lynching occurred Sunday night at 
Eggertsville, just beyond the city iimits. 
Thomas Sylvester, a negro employed asa 
teamster by John Lapp, a farmer, attempted 
to chloroform and outrage the latter’s 16-year. 
old daughter. The girl slept on asofain the 
room adjoining the one occupied 

parents. About 2 o’clock 
morning Sylvester, - who 
in the attic, entered the 
irl’s room with an ounce bottle of chloro- 
form, whieh he sprinkled on her face and 
tried to pour into her nostrils. It ran down 
her face, and as he was about to assault her 
she sprang up and screamed, and eluding the 
negro shé ran into the room of her parents 
She could give no intelligent account of the 
affair for some time, and by that time the 
negro had returned to his room. The girl 
identified him inthe morning as the person 
who had entered her room and he 
admitted it, saying loved the 
girl, but protested he meant 
no harm, and said he could not help himself 
because he loved her. The negro is a large 
powerful man, and the farmer is of small 
stature. Before Lapp could get help to arrest 
Sylvester, he had fled. All efforts to find him 
during the day were unavailin . but a party of 
citizens came upon him last night, hiding just 
beyond the city limits. A halter strap was 
thrown around his neck and he was dragged 
to a tree, all the while pleading for mercy . A 
neighbor who witnessed the affair summoned 
& policeman, who arrived just in time to 
prevent the tynching. The negro was arreat- 
ed and taken tothe station. 10use, but the 
Captain refused to hold him, because the of- 
fense had been committed outside the city 
limits, and he was released. Farmer La 
obtained a warrant for his arrest later on, but 
as yet the negro has not been found. The Su-

In its review of the British grain trade for 
the past week the Mark Lane Express says: 
‘The harvests thus far bave been very disap- 
pointing. A spell of dry weather with hot 
sunshine may yet redeem what appears to be 
a bad harvest. The returns of 423 wheat dis- 
tricts show that 39 are above the average, 96 
are equal to it, and 288 are belowit. The yield 
of barley in 227 out of 427 districts is below the 
average; of oatsin 265 out of 433 districts; of 
beans in 162 out of 275 districts, and 
of peas in 115 out of 245 districts.’’ 
—The tard dealin Chicago is beginning to 
draw out humorous remarks, even from some 
unfortunates who are onthe wrong side, but 
who probably go on the principle of ‘‘grin and 
bear it.”’ A broker remarked, ‘‘I am out of 
the lard market and don’t know anything 
aboutit. The lard market,’’ said he, ‘‘is like 
Bellefontaine Cemetery. Those who are out 
don’t want to get in, and those who are in 
can’t getout.’’ A dispatch sentto Chicago 
asking correspondents to feel of the lard 
market and report brought the answer: ‘‘So 
sinall can hardly feel it.’’ Said a member: 
‘‘The Exchange might as welltake down the 
quotation board for provisions, as it is only 
the private circular of the clique, since the 
public have Jeft the market for lard 
to the family that controls it.’’——Fran- 
cis was selling September wheat and buying 
October this morning. which probably means 
they will be delivering the cash onthe first. 
—Messrs. Fraley cabied from Paris that a 
terrible hail and rain stormin was raging in 
France.

PLEDGES AND PROMISES. 

President CLEVELAND has written a let- 
ter to a colored correspondent in refer- 
ence to the reappointment Df MATTHEWS, 
in which occurs the following language: 
‘<T have deemed the question involved in 
‘‘this matter as one rising above politics 
‘‘and as offering a test of good faith and 
‘sadherence to pledges, nothing more nor 
‘less. * * * Itis absurd to promise all 
‘‘and perform nothing.” This language 
is supposed to refer to some promise mace 
by the President to accord a fair recogni- 
tion to the colored race in the distribution 
of offices, but it does not appear how the 
strictest fidelity to such a promise 
could demand or require a_ blind 
and unreasoning adhesion to a rejected 
appointee. The intended recognition 
of the colored race would have been fully 
maintained by appointing another citizen 
of color after the emphatic rejection of 
MATTHEWS. The President is not in a 
situation to make absolute and uncon- 
ditioned pledges to individuals, In the 
case of MATTHEWS the decisive action of 
the Senate, coupled with the strenuous 
protest of the people of the District of 
Columbia, should have prevailed upon 
the President to acquiesce inthe prompt 
rejection of his colored pet. 

But while Mr. CLEVELAND’s mind is 
engaged in studying the origin, nature 
and philosophy of pledges, he should 
remember that he made certain promises 
concerning the public service which have 
not been fully carried out. He promised 
to make good appointments and 
to correct his own mistakes by revoking 
the commissions of appointees who turn 
out to be unfit or incompetent. He has 
committed some grievous errors in select- 
ing men for Federal offices; and while 
some of his mistakes have been corrected, 
others are waiting patiently for the time 
when the quickening spirit of reform shall 
move more powerfully upon the Pr&si- 
dential mind and heart. The community 
of St. Louis, for instance, has been afflicted 
with a notorious and scandalous appoint- 
ment, and the people are wearily waiting

PRISONER ON A YACHT.

Intense Dissatisfaction Among Troops 
Over the Change in Government. 


Recent Events in Bulgaria Viewed with 
the Greatest Anxiety—Alexander Forced 
to Abdicate—Nearly All Towns in Bul- 
garia and Roumelia in a State of Siege 
—The Irish Question Discussed by the 
Cabinet — Mandalay Submerged — The 
New Ross Evictions—Foreign News. 


Lonpon, August 24.—The Prefect of Varna 
received on Friday evening a circular signed 
by MM. Karaveloff, Zankoff, Stoiloff and Radis- 
lavoff, ordering him to inform the people that 
Priace Alexander had been dismissed. All 
towns in Bulgaria and Roumelia, except Wid- 
din, are in a state of siege. 

It is rumored at Berlin that Prince Alexander 
was compelled to abdicate by a threat of 
death. 

WITHOUT OFFICIAL INFORMATION. 

The Foreign Office is without official advices 
from Bulgaria. Questions in Parliament re- 
garding Alexander’s deposition will, there- 
fore, be postponed pending the receipt of 
authoritative information. 

TAKEN UNAWARES. 

Authentic dispatches from Sofia show that 
the deposition of Prince Alexander of Bulgaria 
was accomplished during the night. Accord- 
ing to these adyices one thoroughly Russian- 
ized regiment of cavalry was detained in the 
city after nightfall when the troops retired to 
their barracks. This regimert, perfectly un- 
der the control of the revolutionists, sur- 
rounded the palace about 2 o’clock a. m. 
Prince Alexander was in bed and _ the 
palace was closed. The fevolutionary 
leaders, with the assistance of soldiers, forced 
their way into the building, went to the 
Prince’s ante-chamber and had him aroused. 
They bluntly made known to him the purpose 
of their intrusion. He was stunned, hav- 
ing been taken completely unawares. 
When he recovered his self-control 
and realized the utter helplessness of his situ- 
ation, he bitterly reproached his captors for 
their treachery. What followed is still rather 
obscure. The revolutionists declare that 
Alexander signed a formal abdication of the 
throne. Others, however, assert that he firm- 
ly denies signing the abdication, and that in 
consequence of his refusal he was made a 
prisoner and confined in a remote prison, 
being toid he would be kept there until he 
complied with the demands of the revolu- 
tionists. It is said that the Prince was re- 
moved from Sofia under a strong cavalry 
escort long before daybreak. The people did 
not become acquainted with even the fact of 
the coup d’etat until several hours after the 
Prince had been removed from the palace. 

DISCONTENT AMONG THE TROOPS, 

Telegrams from Widdin say that advices 
received there from Bulgaria state that there 
is much discontent among the Bulgarian 
troops over the change in the Government, 
and thatalarge proportion of them are dis- 
posed to restore Prince Alexander. 

VIEWED WITH THE GREATEST ANXIETY. 

Sir J. Ferguson, Under Secretary for Foreign 

Affairs, replying to interrogatories in the House 


of Commons this afternoon stated 
that the Government had no ad- 
ditional news from Bulgaria. The 


Government, he said, viewed the events in 
that country with the gravest anxiety. He 
declined to state whether Russia was impli- 
cated in these events. The question as to 
Russia’s complicity will be renewed to-mor- 
row. 
TONE OF TIIE RUSSIAN PRESS. 

St. PETERSBURG, August 24.—The Journal 
de St. Petersburg commenting on the Bulga. 
rian crisis says it hopes the politicians of 
Bulgaria and Roumelia will have the wisdom 
to understand that the destinies of both 
nations depend upon the behavior of the 
people. ‘‘The powers with whom rests the 
decision of these destinies,’’ adds the Journal, 
‘‘desire aboveallthings peace, and the good- 
will of these powers should be secured. The 
politicians should abstain from agitating and 
should not atteinpt to hamper their good in- 
tentions.’’ 

The Russian press generally do not believe 
thatany of the other powers will interfere 
with Russia’s direct pacification of Lulgaria. 
The Novoe Vremya advocates sending a Kus- 
sian dignitary to maintain order untila succes.

The partisanship on both sides has become 
dangerously heated already, and it is feared 
that party conflicts of a serious nature will 
ensue.

The New Ross Evictions. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 


that took place at New Ross, Wexford, yester- 


entered the town from Fethard, County Wex- 
ford. First came the Ross brass band, then 
three wagonettes containing sixty-two per- 
sons, being the wives and ciildren of thirteen 
small farmers evicted last week from their 
holdings on the Marquis of Ely’s estate. The 
wagonettes were followed by about 300 horse- 
men, four deep. A number of priests fol- 
lawed on cars, They were headed by Father 
Tom Doyle, the friend of Sir Charles Gavan 
Duffy. The procession was closed by a string 
of cars, single file, said to be several miles in 
length. Some five or six bands accompanied 
the procession. A great number of men car- 
ried green flags on gilded pikes. The object 
of this extraordinary gathering was to escort 
the evicted families to the New Ross Work- 
house where ‘‘a ward of honor’’ had been 
set apart for their use. Notices had been 
posted about town calling upon the people to 
assemble ‘‘to witness the last resource of 
landed oppression’’ and ‘‘to comfort the poor 
evicted on their way to the Work-honuse.’’ In 
compliance with this suggestion all the shops 
were shut and the town was decorated. A 
platform was erected, from which Nationalist 
orators harangued the people. An extra force 
of police was drafted into town, and about | 

o’ clock a battery of artillery from Dungannon, 
for and en route to Clonmel, arrived and was 
assigned quarters fog the night, in view of a 
possible disturbance.

MANDALAY SUBMERGED. 
MANDALAY, August 24.—One of the embank- 
ments of the Irrawady River burst in this city 
yesterday. Yhe break was 300 yerds in length 
and sorapid was the flow of water that ina 


few moments the whole district 
was flooded from four to twenty 
feet deep. Engineers at once cut the 
dam south ofthe city to allow the waters to 
subside. Butthe result of this movement is 
as yet unknown. Fifty, thousand persons are 
to-day homeless inthe city, their houses and 
possessions having been either submerged or 
destroyed. A number of persons were 
drowned by the sudden rush of waters, 
how many has not yet been ascertained. 
The flooded district has ‘within its territory 
many ofthe food supplies stores and all of 
these were sweptaway. The result will be an 
approach to famine among the homeless pop- 
uiation. The river will not fall sufficiently to 
permitany attempt at reconstruction, of the 
broken embankment until November. The 
British military operations are seriously in- 
tertered with by the overfiow.

ENFORCING THE FISHERY LAWS. 
Havirax, N. S., August 244.—Capt. Scott, Ad- 
miral of the Canadian fishery protection fleet, 
will command the new steam cruiser Arcadia.

She carries one brass gun, probably a 
nine-pounder. She will sail about Monday 
next. The statement of the <Amer- 
ican officers oof the North 
tic squadron, who have been visiting 
the fishing grounds, contained ina Portland 
dispatch, to the effect that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment had taken Capt. Quigley of the Terror 
in hand for being too severe on the American 
fishermen has no foundation. It is true 
that the Government was investigating the 
minatter. Capt. Scott had spent all day at that 
very work, but had found that Capt. Quigiey 
did not exceed his duty in any particular 
and none but general te 

had been given him and no new orders had 
been issuedto him. The amount of it is that 
the American fishermen have been allowed to 
do aboutasthey liked. They came down to 
the Canadian ports and traded without even 
reporting atthe Custom-houses and violated 


the law in many other ways. 
On account of the treaty the 
enforcement of the customs regulations 
has been very lax and this 


state of affairs has been going on so iong that 
the Americans have come to look upon these 
privileges as vested rights and to traagine that 
there are no laws of Canada that they are 
bound to respect. Not long ago Capt. Scott 
was talking with aman who had been a cns- 
toins officer for forty years, and he informed 
the Captain that during the whole eriod 
he never once boarded an American fishing 
vessel. All this is to be stopped. The Mini«- 
ter of Customs is determined that the laws 
shall be strictly enforced. He says: ‘‘As far 
as itisin my power, I am going to see that no 
customs or other infringements are permitted, 
and that the officers of all the’ cruisers use 
their endeavors to prevent vioiations.’’

A SEVEN-MILE BLAZE. 


SIX MILLION CUBIC FEET OF GAS FOR THE 
ILLUMINATION, 


The Sum of $13,720 Going Up in Smoke to 
Make the City Brilliant—General Design 
of the Work Now Going Forward on 
Fourth Street, Broadway, Olive Street, 
Washington and Franklin Avenues— A 
5,000-Jet Design. 


For seven days past workmen have been 
busy placing in position the gas-pipe along 
the streets to be illuminated during the feati- 


valseason. The work was begun earlier this 
season partly because the  illumina- 
tion is to be more extensive and 


partly because itis considered more essential 
that the pipes should be in position before the 
opening of the Exposition season. The gen- 
eral plan of the illuminations this year is the 
game as in 1885. Other systems have been 
tried—straight pipes, continuous arches, elec- 
tric lights—but none of them have proven so 
effective as the system adopted last year. The 


new illuminations this year are to be along 

Frankiin avenue and on one biock on Fourth 

street from Washington to Christy avenuc. 
FOURTH STRERT. 

On Fourth street the line of illuminations 
will extend along the east and west sides of 
the street from Clark avenue to Christy av- 
enue. The total distance covered on this 
street will be 5,520 feet oralittie more than a 
mile. With the double tine of lights this will 
make a total distance covered of 11,040 feet. 
On Fourth street standards of two-inch gas 
pipe are being erected at the intersection of 
each curb line. They will stand eleven feet 
apart and wiil be nine feet high, connected by 
segments of a circie with arise of eighteen 
inches in the centre. Each segment will be 
filled with five giobes. At the intersection of 
the segments will rise pyramids with nineteen 
burners each. Artistically designed arches 
twenty-eight feet high wilispan the street at 
Franklin avenue, Washington avenue, Clark 
avenue, Olive street and Market street. hkach 
of these will have 300 burners shaded by 
globes of variegated colors. The arches at 
Olive street will be the most elaborate in de- 
ae of any in the whole line of illumination. It 
will be a double arch covering the four cor- 
ners of the intersecting streets. It will 
be surmounted by the Veiled Prophet’s comet 
| star beneath the word ‘‘Welcome,’’ flanked 
on either side by the initials ‘‘V.P.’’ These 
initials and the word abdve alone will contain 
5,000 gas jets, placed so close together that the 
flames will unite and form one continuous 
line of fre. The mottoes on this arch will be 
changed every night of the festival season, 
and the design each night will be appropriate 
to the testivities of the day. 

BROADWAY. 

The illuminations on Broadway will differ 
slightly from those on Fourth street. There 
will be a double line of lights the full lencth of 
the street betwéen Ciark avenue and Franklin 
avenue. This will cover a distance of 6,640 
feet, or about a mile and a quarter, with a 
total iength of gas pipe of 15,280 feet or two 
miles and ahalf. Instead of the arches at the 
intersections of the streets, however, there 
will be broad arches in the center of each 
biock along the entire line of illumination, 
making atotal of seven arches, or two more 
than there will be on Fourth street. 

WASHINGTON AVENUE. 

Along Washington avenue between Fourth 
and Fourteenth streets there will be seven 
arches. They will cross the avenue 
at the intersections of Fourth, Sixth, 
Eighth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth and 
Fourteenth streets. Six of these 
will have 300 burners each with variegated 

lobes. The seventh arch will be that of the 

aciede Gas Company, opposite their office on 
Eleventh street. ‘This arch will span the 
street and the walks on eitiier side and in 
elaborateness and uniqueness of cesign will 
be second only to the grand arch on Fourth 
and Olive streets. In addition to the arches 
along Washington avenue there will be pyr- 
amids of nineteen burners cach. placed on 
the lamp-posts, three pyramids or fifty-seven 
jets to each block making a total along the 
uvenue of about 2,700 gas jets shaded by col- 
ored globes. 

OLIVE STREET. 

Olive street will be illuminated after the 
game fashion as Washington avenue with 
archer at intersecting streets and pyramids 
on the street lamps, In addition to the gas 
iliuimination there will be sixty are lights dis- 
tributed between Fourth and Fourteenth 
streets at a cost of %0¢ by the Barr Dry Goods 
Conmipany. These lights will not be suspended 
over the sidewaik asin past years, but will be 
hung down the center of the street on either 
side of the car track. 

Besides this there will be a special double 
illumination of the block between Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth streets, by the Exposition 
Association. There will be a greater variety 
on Olive street than any other of the illumi- 
nated thoroughfares. 

The building in progress on Olive street, 
between Fourth street and Broadway; may 
interfere slightiy witlithe illuminations there. 
There will be some slight difficulty, too, on 
Fourth street, south or Olive, but the inter- 
ference will be siight. 

FRANKLIN AVENUE. 

Franklin avenue will be illuminated after 
same fashion as Washington avenue. There 
willbe pyramid clusters forten blocks and 
five handsome arches. The total number of 
jets that will blaze out every night along 
Franklin avenue will be over 2,000. The total] 
amount of extra territory covered this year, 
including Franklin avenue, will be about two 
miles and a half. 

THE GRAND TOTALS. 

The linear space covered by the iilumina- 
tions this year will be seven miles. 

There will be 35,125 globes of variegated 
colors, shading as many jets of gasspread over 
34,060 feet of gas-pipe. 

The estimated consumption of gas will be 
180,000 cubic feet per hour; 942,500 cubic feet 
every night. The total amount of gas con- 
sumed during the illumination will be 6,000,000 
cubic feet. 

The value of the gas consumed will be about 
$13,720. This is contributed gratuitously by 
the St. Louis Gas Light Company in the terri- 
tory south of Washington avenue and by the 
Laciede Gas Light Company north of that 
street. 

The work of putting in place the line of pipe 
will oecupy 100 skilled gas-fitters and 100 
hejpers at least thirty days. The work which 
is now going forward isin charge of Mawds- 
ley & Mepham.

TIRED OF THE BOYCOTT. 


THE MILWAUKEE BREWERS COMBINE TO 
RESIST DICTATION FROM EMPLOYES. 


All Employes Who Are Knights of Labor to 
Be Discharged Unless the Boycott is 
Raised—The New York Plumbers—Striking 
Street Railroad Men Discharged—Labor 
News. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., August 24.—A new phase 
in the brewers’ boycott was developed yester- 
day when the Best Brewing Company issued a 
notice on Gambrinus Assembly, Knights of 
Labor, that unless the boycott declared 
against the brewery was ordered off before Fri- 
day next the company would discharge every 
Knight of Laborin its employ. The boycott 


commenced some weeks ago. Previously the 
Assembly had made a demand on the 
breweriesto discharge certain workmen, to 
the number of twenty aitogether, who were 
either members of the Central Labor Union or 
non-union men. This demand was refused. 
Then followed a boycott against Best, 
Falk, Gettleman, and Miller, brewers. 
Littie attention was paid tothe boycott at first, 
which led toturther efforts on the part of the 
Knights to make it a success. Cards were pro- 
cured and posted up in conspicuous places 
and all sorts of persuasion used 
to prevent saloonists from pur- 
chasing beer from the boycotted 
breweries. Now the breweries are beginning 
to strike back. Itis customary in breweries 
to issue to each workman so many ticketsa 
day. Each is good fora glass of beer atthe 
brewery saloon. ‘his is done to prevent con- 
stant drinking, which would. be indulged in if 
some such check was not imposed.

THE TEXAS STORM, 


Several Vessels Wrecked—The Damage at 
Indianola. 


GALVESTON, Tex., August24.—The schooner 
8. W. Perry has gone to pieces in the Gulf and 
her cargo of lumber, valued at $3,000, is strewn 
along the beach for several miles. Her cap- 
tain and cook were drowned. The remainder 
of the crew were saved. It is roughly 
estimated tliat the damage done to shipping 


in this vicinity during the storm will approx- 
imate $100,000. The village of Quiniana, at the 
mouth of the Brazos river, was entirely swept 
away, andthe schooners Rosa Lee and Nettie 
were driven ashore. No lives were lost so far 
as is known. 

A specialto the News from Victoria says: 
Indianola is a compiete wreck, not more than 
three or four houses having escaped destruc- 
tion by the storm which swept over the town 
last Friday morning. Dr. Fisher, the 
quarantine officer, with his wife, M. 
Mahone, Capt. Adolph Sternbrook and 
a negro woman named Martha Ellis had a nar- 
row escape from drowning. The Quarantine 
station was washed away early Friday morn- 
ing, and they were foreed to take refuge 
in @& tlarge grove of Spanish cedar 
that grew near the Quarantine Hos 
pital. For nine hours’ they clung to 
these frail supports before they were relieved. 
Nearly every house on the upper end of the 
island was swept away. LDeattie Meade, a 
necro woman, and two children were 


drowned. No other lives were reported 
lost. Nearly all the sheep and 
cattle on the island were drowned 
and the remainder will probably 


perish for want of water. There are no pro- 
visions on the island, except meat. None of 
the survivors saved anything besides what 
they hadon, and much suffering will ensue 
unless aid is atonce extended. Orders have 
been issued to remove the office of the 
Collector of Customs of the Saluria 
district from Indianola to Victoria, and the 
tranfer will be made immediately. The bodies 
of Mrs. Dr. Hodges, her twin children and her 
sister, Mrs. Crocker, victims of the storm at 
Indianola, were interred at Cuero on Sunday.

AMONG HIS FRIENDS. 


EDITOR CUTTING GETS A HEARTY GREET- 
ING IN EL PASO. 


A Big Claim to Be Madé Against the Govern- 
ment—Cutting’s Partner, Bulldozed by the 
Mexicans, Retracts His Sworn Statement— 
The Controversy Unchanged by the Ed- 
itor’s Release—The Arrasures Case, 


By Telegraph to the Pos?-Dispatcn. 

EL Paso, Tex., August 24.—Mr. Cutting is 
around in El Paso to-day shaking hands and 
receiving congratulations of friends on his 
good luck in being freed trom imprison: 
ment in the land of the Aztecs. 
Cutting will proceed immediately to 
institute suit against the Mexican Government 
to recover damages for his unlawful incarcer- 
ation. Dantin, the Mexican court interpreter, 
remarked yesterday to a body of Americans 
that if he were in Cutting’s piace 
he would sue for $500,000, and if the American 
Government stood up to him, he could get 
that amount. Daguerre, Cutting’s former 
partner in El Centinella, who made a sworn 
statementin court which was sent to Wash- 
ington by Consul Brigham and placed on rec- 
ord there, testifying to Cutting’s good 
character, for what cause he was arrested, 
has retracted said sworn statement. It*is 
said he was forced into doing so bv prominent 
Mexicans. Among them was Consul Escobar. 
They threatened Daguerre and said thatif he 
did not retract it would be madeso hot for 
him in Mexico as to force him to leave. 


The Controversy Unchanged. 
By Telegraph tothe PostT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, August 24.—Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Porter said this afternoon that 
the release of Cutting did not alter the issue 
between the United Siates and Mexico. This 


act would have its proper effect, how- 
ever, in very materially decreasing the 
war feeling upon the border. As 
to question of indemnity, he had no doubt 
but that Cutting will demand his $10,000 but, of 
course, Mexico will not recognize this claim 
until it has been indorsed by our State Depart- 
ment. Your correspondent then asked: ‘‘Will 
Cutting lecture?’’ 

To this Mr. Porter responded, with a smile: 
‘*] do not know; Cutting as a newspaper 
man is likely to shed information at every 
jump, butthe State has not been officially in- 
formed upon that point up to date.’’ 


Official Phase of the Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 24.—An official 
telegram has been received from Minister 
Jackson, confirming the press report of Cut- 
ting’s release, but giving no _ particu- 
lars. No doubt is entertained at 
the department that the published state- 
ments with regard to the reasons alleged by 


the Mexicans for their action are correct. The 
release will not affect Mr. Sedewick’s mission 
which is to learn all the factsinthe case. The 
Government does not at present concern 
itself with any question of damages due Mr. 
Cutting, but will use the information it may 
gather through Mr. Sedgwick in the 
furtherance of its negotiations for a change of 
the Mexican laws in so iar as they are heid to 
give aright to try Americans for acts commit- 
ted within American territory. 

The Arrasures-Mondragon murdér is stilla 
subject of correspondence, or rather inquiry. 
As it appears at present the only 
act for which this Government can 
demand redress is that of kidnaping Arra- 
sures, who was domiciled on this side of the 
border. Innoeventcan it be expected that 
Mondragon will be surrendered for trial to 
American authorities, a special tteaty clause 
intervening to warrant the refusal on Mex- 
ico's part to surrender one of her citizens upon 
any pretext.

The title of Duc de Liancourt, Prince 
de Marsillac and Duc de Bisacci, also belong 
to the different branches of the house. Since 
the fifteenth century the name Francoise is 
added to that of La Rochefoucauid, » because 
one of the family was godfather to hing Fran- 
cisIl. The Maxims of La Rochefoucauld, 
read by every school girl in America, were 
written by Francois VI. de La Rochefoucauld. 
The mother of the Duchesse de Luynes 
was the beautiful Princess Solande de 
Polignac. She _ died very young and 
the Duc de Bisacci then married the daughter 
of the Prince de Linge, who, after the Revolu- 
tion of 1830, was offered the throne of Belgium. 
Mme. de Luynes stepmother is not more than 
40 years old. She has five children, the eldest 
of whom married nut longago the daughter of 
the Duc de Tremviile. A daughter, Elizabeth, 
is now the Princess de Ligne, and the three

The castle 
of Dampierre, one of the most beautiful 
ancestral homes in France, has not been 
changed in any respect since the day the Duc 
left it for the lasttime. Beside the tomb the 
Duchess avowed never to forsake the name of 
her hero, and to keep the father always inthe 
memory of the children, That vow 
has been religiously kept. The 
Duchess is happiest when with 
her children, her fuaiher and her intimate 
friends. At Datmpierre she offers hospitality 
to some privileged guests, but her only dissi- 
pation is at Cannes, where each winter she 
vives a series of receptions. As the Duchess 
is averitable artist she spends much time at 
her father’s country houses, lLBonnetable, 
Vallee-aux-Loups and Esclimont. Many 
of her pictures, exhibited in the salon 
over the name Yolande  Dalbert, were 
inspired by the beautiful sceneryjof the,Vallee- 
aux-Loups and the princely magnificence of 
Esclimont. When Mine. de Luynes comes to 
Paris, where she spendsetwo or three months 
each year, she lives in a small house beside 
that of the Duc de Besacci, in the Rue de Va- 
renne. The latter deserves special mention, 
for it was here that Mme. de Luynes spent her 
girlhood. From the immense court yard there 
“are two entrances, one leading to the 


grand staircase, the other conduct- 
ing through a subterranean alley 
to the park. A small conservatory 


is connected by a stair-case with a larger one 
above, and opposite the drawing-rooms is the 
palatial dining-room. Inthe second story a 
suite of reception rooms precede the apart- 
ments of Duchesse de Bisacci. The large con- 
servatory forms fhe corner, and this is the 
favorite spot for 
THE MISTRESS OF THE HOUSE. 
The sleeping-room is hung with silken stuffs, 
and an antique bed is hidden by draperies em- 
broidered with gold. The dressing-room is 
blue and silver and the boudoir red and 
Kold. Separated from these rooms by a 
salon are those ofthe Duke. The study has 
carved book-cases, rare bronzes and littered 
writing tables. The dressing-room is finished 
in Oriental fashion. The Bisacci House is 
one of the few placesin Paris where the 
splendor of ancient livery is retained and 
where dinners are served on services of gold 
and silver. The Duchesse de Luynes loves 
youth, and she is always the center 
of a circle of young girls. She seems 
more like a sister .than a mother to 
her children. With dark hair and blue 
eyes her face is very pleasing. As to her 
beauty there are various opinions. When you 
have secn her you can form your own deci- 
sion. She is always well dressed; she is not of 
the gay world, therefore her dress must be 
fiinple. Seldom is she seen with a jewel, al- 
though she possesses parures worthy of a 
ueen.

The League Having Lost Prestige is Now 
Trying to Save Itself. 


Anent the new Association of 1857, the Times 
of Philadelphia says: The National League 
desires to hold its supremacy over. base bail 
and it has watched with a jealous eye the 
progressive strides made by the American 
Association during the past two years. To-day 
the latter has ashorter and more compact 
circuit, its teams are more evenly miatched, 
its games are better patronized, its clubs, asa 


whole, are more prosperous and it 
has a larger following than the National 
League. -The latter isnot so strong an or- 
ganization as it was-two years ago. such men 
as Hurlburt of Chicago and Mills of New York 
— for it the prestige itthen enjoyed. The 

eath of Huriburt was keenly feit by the 
League, but his place was more tban filled by 
Mills. Since the retirement of Mr. Millsthe 
League hasliost much of its former prestige. 


Spalding of Chicago, Day of New York, Soden 


of Boston and Rogers of Philadelphia, all com- 
bined, do not fill the gap caused by the loss 
ofMr. Mills. But still the League is better 
governed than the Association and it is this 
that has enabled it to hold onto the shadow 
of its former greatness. 

The one great object of the League is to per- 
petuate its organization. This it cannot hope 
to do with ita present circuit. The latter must 
be strengthened. But bow can it be? In but 
one way. The strongest clubs in the Ameri- 
can Association must be enlisted in favor of the 
one-association scheme. The adoption of this 
pian means the disbandment of the American 
Association and the throwing out of 
three of its best clubs including 
the Athletics of this city. The queer 
actions of some of the American clubs lately 
give weight to the rumors that they have been 
enlisted in favor of the scheme. The Times 
und other newspapers, both in the East and 
in the West, have given publicity tothe plans 
and schemes of the men who are pushing this 
movement,but the American clubs have so far 
taken no concerted action to protect their own 
interests. The League, on the other hand, is 
reported to have held a secret meeting on 
August 10, at which the future policy ofthe 
organization was fully determined upon.

Martin, 
Kreiger and Todd were in charge of 
the quarantine department. The 
lady managers, Mesdames Barnard, 


Mastbrook, Roberts, Macintosh and Silueder 
were assisted by acorps of charitable ladies. 
The regular donations of provisions forthe 
trip were as follows: Buwman & Co., milk; 
Jacob Furth, lemons; R. C. Kerns, 300bu of 
coal; Gartside & Co., 300 bu. of coal; Dozier- 
Weyl & Co., crackers, and Elleard FloraiCo., 
flowers. Over 2,000 children were on board. 
The South side Nursery a baby farm that takes 
care of little ones whose mothers have to go 
out working during the day, sent a 
delegation of fifteen children in charge of a 
corporal.

Gladstone, and bythe latter I was presented 
to the Premier. The resolutions were 


tendered, and Mr. Gladstone seemed 
greatly affected. He feelingly tianked me 
as the bearer of the message and Deveed me 


to commend him to the good will of the Amer- 
ican people. The old man’s eyes actually 
sparkied with pride as he glanced at tie reso 

lutions, and he observed that he would never 
forget the kindness of the American people in 
the moral aid and encouragement they cave 
him in his greattask.
